Loopholes point 
to mysterious 
oil shortages 


Editor's note: Discrepancies in 
government figures and possible 
inaccurate reporters of gas reserves 
by natural gas producers shed light 
on aspects of the energy shortage. 


(ZNS) — The U.S. General Ac- 
counting Office (GAO) has un- 
covered a $1.7 billion disparity in 
government estimates on thé value 
of oil fields off Southern California 
which are being leased to private 
petroleum interests 

According to the GAO, the U.S 
Interior Department's geological 
survey put the off-shoretracts up 
for bids after estimating their value 
at $300 million. The actual bids, 
opened last month, seemed to be 
good news for the government 
because they totaled $438 million 

However, the GAO says it has 
discovered a separate Interior 
Department staff study that puts 
the value on those same tracts at $2 
billion. Nearly seven times the 
previously reported price 

California Senator John 
Tunney is spearheading the GAO's 
inquiry into the $1.7 billion dis- 
crepancy between the two studies. 
Tunney says that the higher figure 
may be the correct one, adding, “I 
cannot support a_ wholesale

(ZNS) A subcommittee of 
the House Commerce Committee 
is reportedly looking into the pos- 
sibility that major natural gas 
producers have deliberately 
“under-reported”™ their gas reserves 
in order to create phantom shor- 
tages and keep prices higher 

Ihe Chicago Daily News 
reports that the subcommittee, 
chaired by John Moss of Califor- 
nia, has uncovered apparently 
significant discrepancies in gas 
reserve figures supplied by the 
American Gas Association (AGA), 
to the government. The AGA is a 
natural gas industry trade as- 
sociation. 

According to the Daily News, a 
spot comparison of AGA figures 
for 153 gas fields in the Gulf of 
Mexico with the government's 
independent figures indicates a ma- 
jor under-reporting of reserves by 
the natural gas industry 

The committee estimates that if 
the apparent disparity in the Gulf 
area figures is typical of the 
nationwide situation, the US. 
natural gas reserves are being 
under-reported by more than 100 
trillion cubic feet. 

The Daily News says that 100 
trillion cubic feet is enough gas to 
cover this winter's projected cur- 
tailments 100 times over 
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Aka sues ASI, administration

Yarrow Aka lost last spring. 
Now he wants to win 
Aka, who is suing ASI and the 


CSUS administration over last 
spring's disputed student 
government elections, said he 


would be appearing in U.S. federal 
district court on Feb. 9, in an 
attempt to set the case for a trial 

Aka was one of five candidates 
who ran for ASI president last Ap- 
ril in the student body elections. 

John Giannoni, the current ASI 
president, won the disputed elec- 
tion last spring with 881 write-in 
votes 

Aka, who is seeking $7,500 in 
damages, is charging that Bill Men- 
ton, last spring's Hornet 
newspaper editor, smeared his 
campaign for student government 
president during last April's elec- 
tions 

Aka says the alleged “smearing”

violated his civil rights by invadin, 
his privacy, by violating his 
freedom of speech, and by conspir- 
ing to violate his freedom of as- 
sociation 

Aka is contending that ASI is 
responsible for the editorial policy 
of the Hornet newspaper 


ASI attorney Steve Rodda ts 
handling the case and indicated 
yesterday he would be filing a 
motion for summary judgement, or 
dismissal , in the case at the Feb. 9 
hearing before U.S. district court 
judge Thomas McBride 


Rodda refused to comment any 
further on the case 

ASI Executive Director Larry 
Bliss told the Hornet yesterday that 
he had “no intention of going to 
court” on Feb. 9 

He said Aka’s suit centered 
around alleged misleading 


headlines and derogatory unsigned 
letters to the editor which appeared 
in several issues of the Hornet Last 
spring 

ASI Student Senate Chair Jim 
Hollenback said ASI “ts not taking 
the case very seriously.” 


Aka also alleged Monday that 
Dean of Students Norm Better 
“overruled” the decision made by 
the five member ASI Board of Jus- 
tice last spring when they voted to 
recommend invalidation of the 
election to the Student Senate

Last spring the board of justice 
and Student Senate had voted to 
invalidate the elections, but the 
judicial branch's highest court, the 
board judicial appeals, overturned 
the lower decision and 
remanded the case to that court for 
a rehearing

Israel study center 


The California State University 
and Colleges International 
Programs has reopened its study 
center’ in Israel for the 1976-77 
academic year 

Approximately 10 to 15 
students will be selected to attend 
the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. They will receive full 
academic credit from their home 
campus. The academic year in Is- 
rael begins July 25 with an Inten- 
sive Language Program for 12 
weeks 

This program ts of particular 
interest to students in the fields of 
religious studies, social studies, 
philosophy and Hebrew-Arabic 
language studies. Prior knowledge 
of Hebrew is not a prerequisite for 
participation in the program 
however. Students will be learning 
Hebrew during the year 

Eligibility requirements for par- 
ticipation in the program are sim- 
ply a 2.5 grade point average and 
attainment of junior or senior class 
level prior to July, 1976. 

Students obtain more in- 
formation by contacting the Direc- 
tor of the International Center, 
Administration 250. The ap- 
plication deadline is March 12, 
with no application fee.

Hayden presents campaign 


Democrat Tom Hayden, a U.S. 
Senate candidate, recently 
presented a campaign entitled, 
“Let's Make the Future Ours.” 

Hayden hopes the 268-page 
draft will become the corner-stone 
of a broad debate by Californians 
in the direction of America. 

Hayden views the program as 
the “opening of a dialogue” and 
feels that people might accept, it. 

The basic platform message is 
to “create a government of, by and 
for the people rather than the 
privileged,” Hayden said. The plat- 
form gives solutions to existing 
problems. 

The program begins by at- 
tacking government spending on 
corporations in the form of sub- 
sidies and decreased taxes. Hayden 
warns of the possibility of multi- 
national corporations exerting 
power over some aspects of 
American society and economy 


The program suggests that the 
peoples’ solution is to overcome 
their powerlessness by enacting an 
economic Bill of Rights. 

The Bil! would give Americans 
the right to “decent jobs And wages 
and the right of complete health 
care,” according to Hayden. 


Hayden advocates a 
nationalized health care plan em- 
phasizing preventive medicine and 
giving communities control over 
health facilities. 


The Hayden plan outlines the 
need for adequate housing and 
child care to be guaranteed by law. 
A “transformation of the 
educational system from within” is 
also suggested. The new system 
would give greater decision-mak- 
ing power to educators. and 
students and the public. 

Replacing giant corporations’ 
farming operations with family 


and cooperative farming would be 
the best all-around answer to a 
large portion of California’s 
agricultural problems. Similarly, 
public transportation is seen as 
more beneficial than powerful 
highway lobbies and polluted 
skies. , 


The platform speculates on the 
problems of nuclear power and 
suggests that California become 
the “solar energy capital for the 
world.” Hayden supports: more 
government spending on research 
into permanent energy sources 
other than nuclear power, and feels 
that military spending should be 
on by tens of billions of dollars. In 
addition, we need to turn from a 
war economy to a _ peacetime 
civilian economy, and Hayden 
feels we can do so while protecting 
the jobs and economic security of 
the communities involved.

In dollars and cents 
that can mean over $1,850 in additional annual 
compensation after commissioning. 

Another monetary plus is the financial assist- 
ance that selected PLC members can receive. You 
could get $100 each month of the school year in 
exchange for additional active duty obligations. 
This assistance may be payable for up to three 
years. That's a total of $2,700.
